MCODY AND SANKEY, 
THEIR FIRST SERVICES AT BROOKLYN—THEEE 
THOUSAND PEOPLE TURNED AWAY. 
Svenal Luspatch to ithe Chicaar Treune, 

New Yorx, Oct. 25.—The Evangelists, Moody 
and Sankey, beld rheir fiiet revival meeting this 
morning at the Brooklya Rink, the services 
begivoiwg at balf-past 8 o'clock. Attendance 
was very large, every available seat in the build- 
ing (which will seat 5.000 people) being occupied, 
and fully 3,000 ochers who came half an hour 
before service began were uvabie to gain admis- 
£102. 

THE EXERCISES 
consisted of prayer, singing, and an introductory 
address from Mr. Moody on the probabili.ies of 
success and the difficulty to be encountered in 
the revival work in America. 
OUTSIDE. 

The streets were thronged with people early 
in the morning, and by half-past 6 «s great 
crowd were at the Rink. Ast a q.arter after 7 
the flagging along the entire building was occu- 
pied by men, women, and children, #ben a bell 
was sounded as the signal for admitting the 
multitude, the doors were thrown open aud the 
great crowd began to move into the building, 
rapidly filling the seats both in the room and the 
galieiies. For fifteen minutes the throug passed 
into the building, and a+ the expiration of that 
time an order was given to close the doors. 
It was prompily obeyed, aod the crowd oa the 
outside, whose ranks were considerably aug- 
mented by fresh arrivals, soon numbered 
8,000. The system for seating the people 
was perfect, anano blunderor confusion was 
noticeable. Fifty nshers were employed to con- 
duct the people to their seats, and were s:aiioned 
at different places along the aisles. 

INSIDE, 

A choir of 250 voices occupied the stage on 
the right, and om the left 250. persons, mostiy 
clergymen, were seated. Among those on the 
platform were the foilowing: The Rev. Drs. 
William Ives, Budington, Joseph IT. Duryea, T. 
DeWitt Taimage, and Theodore L. Cuyier. 
Mayor Hunser and Harriet Beecher Stowe also 
occupied seats on the platform. 

DEEP FEELING. 

It was early manifest to the coldest and most 
skeptical person present at to-day’s services that 
the revival spirit was thoroughly aroused and 
the season ripe for a great religious demoustra- 
tion in their midst, bis feeling manifested it- 
self at the werv beginning of the services. During 
the praver of the Rev. Dr. Budington, many 
familiar with his style thought it an error of 

udgment on the part of tbe managers to choose 

im for this purpose. Dr. Budington is a 
polished speaker, but bis manner is cold and not 
calculated to aro1se any deep feeling or enihu- 
siasm on an ordioary occasion. To-day, how- 
ever, before he bad uttered half a dozen sen- 
tences, responses came {rom all parts of the 
house, avd there were other signs of profound 
emotion in the assemblage. The next o - 
tunity which was offered for a display of this 
fervent and reverential enthusiasm was during 
the singing of a hymn by Mr. Sankey, which 
Mr. Moody had requested him to sing siovue. As 
his magnetic voice filled the great auditorium, 
the sympathy among bis bearers increased until 
it seemed as if, bad he continued the sweet 
melody and earnest supplication, every person 
in the audience would have risen and joined 
voice wilh his in a general vocal prayer of min- 
gled appeal and thanksgiving. Many responses, 
such as *‘Amen!” and “Glory to God,” were 
beard from all parts of the vast assembiage, and 
at the close many were in tears. 

MR. SANKEY A GREAT ARTIST. 

Mr. Sankey’s voice is a marvel of sweetness 
and strength. It bas a charm purely its own, 
which attracts and holds one with a power gen- 
tle but irresistible. 

THE SERMON. 
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modate a few of those not admitted to the Rink, 
tbe Simpson M. E. Church, near by , was opened, 
the Rey. T. Cuyler praying, Saaker singing, and 
the pastor preaching. It was soon filled to 
everflowing. Then the v. Dr. Thomp- 
sons church, opposite the Rink, was 
opened, and Sankey eang bere. Also, 
the Rev. Dr. Jatobs, of Chicago, preached. 
Services of a revival character were also held 
in other churebes. Six thonsand pei:sons found 
admittance to the Rink in the afternoon, nearly 
a thousand of whom stood. They were packed 
80 closely that it was impossible to pass through, 
and a// had to remain to the end. Entbnusiasm 
was manifested chiefiyin reeponses, as in the 
morning, but one woman in

nearly tore her cloihes from her bodv. Moody's 
sermon ip the morning had been a review of the 
revival work to be done ; that of the afsernoon 
was one of bis short, stirring appeals, and was 
rendered the more effective of the two. 
It was an effort to present the fundamental 
Christian law tha: men is a sinner, that be needs 
to be sa.ed, and that Christ, who bid him come, 
is the only One who cao save bim. At the close 
of the services many persons of all ages and 
both sexes gathered around Moody, to press bis 
bard and wish Imm success. Sankey alluded 
with great satisfaction to the s iceess of the first 
meeting, saying : ** Toe ship is launched.” 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

‘ew Yoru, Oct. 24.—The first of the Moody- 
and-Sankey revival services was held at the 
Brooklyn Rink this morning, commencing at 
8:30 and terminating at 10, Fully 5,000 persons 
were waiting for the doors to open, and when 
the cervices commenced the building was filled 
throughout. 

Mr. Moody, taking his place on the rostrum at 
the edge of a large platform coniaining a chorus 
of 250 voices. opened the service by announciny 
the hymu commeoacing— 

Rejoice and be giad: 

The Redeemer bas come, 
shich .was given with imposing effect by chorus 
and copgregation. 

The Kev. Dr. Budington then prayed at con- 
siderable leogtb, and with a fervor tnat deeply 
moved the people. He prayed that, as the 
tribes of Is:ael were now assembled before the 
Lord, He would signalize His acveptance of their 
bomage and desire to glorify F[.m. and that the 
power of God would rest upon this assembiage 
with grace in every heart for our country’s sae. 
There were frequent mosns and cries of 
‘“‘Amen ” daring the prayer. 

Mr. Sankey thon calied on the people to sing 
beartily bymn 27. 

Lord, I hear of showers of blessing. 

The sicgiog, by nearly 10,000 voices, was mag- 
nificent. Sausev accompanied on the barmo- 
Dium. Moody next read from Numoers, xii., 
the account of the sending of the spies to the 
promised land and the discouragement of the 
people at their report of the stature of tne in- 
bhabitanis. Thies was followed by Mr. Saokey 
slugiog alone, 

Hark, the voice of Jesus crying, 
“ Who will go and work to-day? ” 
His voice is very powerful and pleasing, and the 
accounts of his singing bave not been exagger- 


Mr. Moody then delivered a discourse on the 
textsread. He spoke in the conversational way, 
sometimes humo: ous, sometimes im passiouately, 
and always rapidiy. He insisted that God bas 
His own time for revivas; that the only ob- 
stacle to them ww unbeiief within the Church. 
Hie compared unbeLevers aod douoters to ter- 
rived spies, and courageous believers to Caleb 
and Joshua, who reied upon the goodvess and 
power of God. The time was come, be said, 
and, if they only wilied it, they might go and 
take the prum'sed ijand. Then, turomg to Drs. 
Cuyler and Budington, he assed if they wee 
ready, and, receiving a hearty anewer in th> 
aflirmative, thanaed God for Caleb aad Joshua. 
ln covcilusion, he advised tpat all dissensions be 
abandones and ail chorcl-bazaars, aad every 
one devute h.mse f heartily to wors. 

Mr. Sankey then sang : 

i Only an armor-bearer, 
and the audience sang the chorus. 

It was then announced that, every night of the 
week'except Saturday, there wouid be service at 
7 o’cloc« im the Rink, and every morniog prayer- 
meeting at Taimage’s Tabernacie. 

Among those on the platform were the Rev. 
Dr. Cuyler, the Rev. Dr. Duryea, the Rev. Dr. 
Prime, the Rev. Dr. Budington, the Rev. E. J. 
Haines, the Rev. A. 8. Hunt, and George H.

AN AIMERNOON SERVICE 

was held at the Bink at 4 @’clock. The bnilding 
was packed with people, and at leas: 5,0v0 who 
came were unable to gain aumittance.

REVIVAL EFFORTS. 
STIMULATION OF RELIGIOUS FEELING IN NEW YORK 
AND BROOKLYN. 
New York fribune, Oct. 23. 

It is noted by ministers, both in Brooklyn and 
in this city, that a desire for pew and more act- 
ive effort in church-work seems to have been 
manifested to an unusual extent among all re- 
ligious denominations during the summer and 
autumn of this year. A prominent Baptist cler- 
gyman said recently that before the coming of 
Moody and Sankey had been discussed here, 
many of his people bad asked him if something 
could not be done to awaken and vivify the 
churches. Similar statements are made by cler- 
gymen of other denominations, who say there 
has been an increase of faith and a more earnest 
desire to labor for God's Kingdom on earth than 
they have known iu a longtime. The same feel- 
ing is saidto be macked in Brooklyn. It was 
noticed before the evangelists decided to begin 
their labors there, but has been quickened aud 
stimulated since that decision was made. It is 
believed by clergymen that tbe whole body of 
Christians io Brooklyn will unite in a cordial 
support of the labors of Messrs. Moody and 
Sankey. The members of the Committee of 
Arrangements say that already they have had 
applications from a large majority of ministers 
in Brooklyn for seats on the platform, and re- 
ceive much attention from the clergymen. BSev- 
erai Episcopal rectors have signified their inter- 
est in the movement, and will be present, al- 
though their churches as a body do not co-op- 
erate with it. 

THE PLACE WHERE THE EVANGELISTS WILL LABOR. 

The Brooklyn Skating Rink is situated oa 
Clermont avenue, near Willoughby avenue, and 
is reached by three different lines of horse-cars 
from Fulton Ferry. ‘ihe owners of the Myrtle 
avenue and Greenpoint car line—the City Rail- 
road Company—will construct a bianch from 
their main track, ee Clermont av- 
enae to the dour of the Rink ; extra cars will be 
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ocoupied by the 250 singers. The other portion 
will be sonnceed for ministers and lay preachers. 
The seats used consist of plain wooden chairs, 
fresh from Connecticut manufactories. They 
come ip parta, and are put together at the Rivk. 
The Committee are vow placiug six large heaters 
in different parts of the Rink, while 700 gas-jets 
hare already been put up. 
THE SINGING AT THE RIWK. 

The members of the Committee on Singing 
report very satisfactory progiess in their work. 
They aunounoed that they wished to have a 
chorus of 250 men and women’s voices, and have 
received offers irom 367 persons. They say that 
they wil not be able to use that number on ac- 
count of the limited space on the stage. There 
wiil be vo solo parts, except that of Mir. Sankey. 
The firat rehearsal was held Tuesday evening in 
the parlors of the Young Men's Cihretiav Asso- 
ciation, 1n Brooslyo, and some of Mr. Sankey's 
hymns were sung. 

A book of bymus has been prepared especiaily 
for the revival work in Brooklyn. Seiéct.ons 
have been made from Mr. Sankey’s collection, 
and from other well-known collections. There 
will be 130 bymos in the book, which will be 
published in two forms, one containing merely 
tne hymns and of 32mo size. and soid for 5 cents 
per copy ; the otber wil! bave the music togeth- 
er with the words, will be of octavo form, and 
will be soid for 25 cents each. Tl ese books will 
be placed on sale at the different bookstores in 
Brooklyn, and at the Rink, but pone wiil be sold 
ov Sunday. The price, the Committee thing, 
will about cover the cost. The expenses of the 
revival efforts are vow estimated at $38,000, and 
ihe treasurer reports slow progress in receiving 
subscriptious io cover that sum. The amount 
already raited is said to be only abouts one-half 
of the amount needed, 

KELIGIOUS INTEREST IN NEW YORK. 

While the revival work is in preparation in 
Brockivn, New ork clergymen are engeged io a 
very quiet wav in effo.ts to arouse relgious in- 
terest. In this city, also, the desire for new 
energy iv tbe Church bas been experienced, and 
the ant.cipations of a visit from Moody which 
prevailed some weeks ago attiacced widespread 
and cordial attention. But when it was tound 
that Mr. Moody won'a begin in Brooklyn, the 
disappointment of New York people did not 
lead to a surrender of thd revival feeling. It 
is vot now expected that the evangelista will 
labor in thw city before Febraary, but it 
was deemed best to keep alive the interest. Ac- 
cordingly, nearly all the reigious denomina- 
tions have gone to work within their own Lamits, 
and are either holding or preparing to hold 
religious meétings in addition to the usual ser- 
vices. A promiment minister, who has preached 
in New York for tweniy years, ssys be har never 
known 80 mauy prayer-meetings to be held ip 
this citv ia Uctober. The fires of these special 
meetings was organized by the Baptist churches 
at the recent session of the Soutbern New York 
Baptist *Association in this city. Resolutions 
were adopted heaitily commending the work of 
the evangelists, and deciding upon a series of 
weekly union meeungs. The firet of these was 
held last Thursday at the Fifth Avenve Baptist 
Church, and was largely attended by mem- 
bers of tiie different churches in the city. 
After it had adjourned, many more people 
came to the churcea. The Rev. Dre. Armitage, 
Kaunard, Anderson, and Holmes were present. 
Tbe Baptist churcves have adopted a series of 
union mectings at Laight ana Varick streets, to 
which every one is invited, the weekly meetings 
being designed more especiaily for the members 
of the churches. The services at Laight aad 
Varick streets are heid every cay from 12to 1 
o’clock, and are couducted by cigerent minis- 
ters. 

DAILY UNION PRAYER-MEETINGS. 

The Fuliou Street Prayer-meetings were es- 
tablished in 1557.as noontide religious gather- 
ings. Every one wivvited to attend, and the 
leaders are now especialy zealous ia their work. 
They are visited occasionally by different clergy- 
men trom the up-town chuiches who take part 
in their services. 

At Lyric Hall, in Sixth avenue, pear Forty- 
second -street,; rayer-mectiogs are gow held ever, 
day from 12 to 1 ovciocs, aud have @ coud at- 
teudance, including masy persous of the Sovie. 
ty of fnends. The services do vot take place 
to the ball proper, but io a large room in the 
rear of Mr. Lyle’s -tore, whch has been arrang- 
ed especially tor the occasive. Clergrm a from 
different churches cooduct the services each dav, 
the Nev. Drs. Armitage, Hall, and Lud'ow beimg 
aoong those who eve led ths exercises. 

The Rev. George H. Hepworth, pastor of the 
Charch of the Disciples, at Macison avenue aad 
Forty-sixth street, is holding a series of revival! 
meetings every evening of this week, beginning 
at 7:30 o’cluck. Iuvitacions bave been extenaed 
to other churches to unite in the work. The 
services congust of singiog bymas and of ex- 
temporaneous addresses, with readings from the 
Scriptures and comments on the passages read. 

A series of union prayer-meetipgs 1s now in 
progress at the Cojlegiate Reformed Church, at 
Fifta avenue and Forty-eighth street, the first 
of the number having been beld on last Mon- 
day eveuing. They are continued on every 
evening, except Wednerday aod Saturday. 
Among those who are acive in the meetings are 
the Kev. Drs. John Hall, J. M. Ladlow, H. C. 
Gapse, Thomas Arm.tage, and Charles 8. Robin- 
son. Invitations bave been extended to many 
of the neighovuring churches, and were read jast 
Sonday. Aiter this week, the meetings of this 
series will be held in other churches. At the 
first meeting, ada:esses were made with refer- 
evuce to the work of Moody and Sanaey and the 
good they had accomplished. It was also urged 
that sometning of the same beuelit might be 
reaped by individual effort. 

EFFORTS OF UNIVERSALIST CHURCHES, 

The Unive:salists, both in this city aud in 
Brooklyn, bave anited in revival mectings. Dur- 
ing tbe present week the work is carried on in 
the Rev. Dr. Nye’s church, Brookiyu, Dat pext 
woek it will be transferred to the Rev. Dr. Puli- 
man’s charch in this city, ia the following week 
to the Fifth Universalist Church in Stuyvessnt 
street. and then to the Rev. Vr. Cnapin’s church, 
at Fifth avenue and Forty-fifth street. Services 
will be held every evening, except Saturday, and 
wili consist of singing, prayer, and conierence. 
Independently of these meetines, the Rev. Dr, 
Chapin bas instituted an order of services for 
the first and third Sunday evenings of each 
month, in which the choral aod _ con- 
gregational element will be introduced, 
with vesper-services. Members of Un.versalist 
churches say that they could not joia in the 
revival meetings of Moody and Sankey, as their 
doctrinal views and ideas of religious life vary 
from taose taught by the Evangelists. But 
when the Evangelists begin work in this city 
expect to have revival services also. 

WHAT THE METHODISTS PROPOSE TO DO. 

The Methodist m nisters of tbe city have had 
the subject of revivals under consideration at 
their recent meetings. On Monday it was dis- 
cussed at considerable length, but nothing defi- 
nite was decided upon. Among the plans pro- 
posed was one to divide the city into districts 
and bold regular meetings at the largest 
churcoes in those districts. The regular yearly 
revival meetings are held iu December, but 
the work iu Biooklyn and New “Yors 
has awakened an enthusiasm which calls for 
the work now. It is proposed thst ail the 
cburches below Fourth street uuite in two bodies 
for a ten dass’ series of meetings, one of the 
churches used to be that im Greene street. Above 
Fourth street it is proposed to unite io the Free 
Tabernac'e at No. 248 West Thirtv-fourth street, 
and forthe members of the churches farthest 
up town to meet at St. James’ Church in Har- 
lem at Madison avenue and One-hundred-and- 
Twenty-sixth street. All these meetines it is 
intended, shall continue ten days, and taxe 
place at the same tume with  con- 
gregational singing and a choir of sixty 
or reventy voices to iead it. The Rev. Mr. 
McAllister of the Second Avenue Church, is 
holding meetings every night this week, aud it 
is expected that otber ministers will begin soon 
i their owp charches before the larger churches 
o en theirservices. The Key. Mr. Lloyd, pastor 
of the Washington Square Methodist Episcopal 
Church. has been hoiding revival meetings for 
several days, and has a very large at 
the building, which is one of the largest Meth- 
odist chu in the city, being filled very 
Mr. Lloyd expects an extensive revival before 
meetings oe ended.

HOW CHURCH MEMBERS SHOULD DE- 
SIRE REVIVALS. 
SERMON BY THE REV. DR. WILLIAMSON. 

The Rev. Dr. Williamson, of the Wabash Ave- 
nue Mothodist Church, preached yesterday morn- 
ing on the subject of reVivals, or how man is to 
secure the aid of the supernatural. The sermon 
was listened to with undivided attention by the 
copgrecation, and the following report will be 
read with interest : " 

Commit way unto the Lord: trust 
and He shail t bring it to pass.—Psa/m ante - pad 

This text states plainiy how men are to secure 
the aid of the supernatural. ‘‘ Commit thy way 
unto the Lord.” Not by a supine but by an 
active faith. The faith that God accepts in- 
volves the gift to him of all the believer’s pow- 
ers. God saves men largely that they may serve 
Him. To please God we must bave His will and 
not our own. There are very few people who 
are living dav by day in the bright assurance of 
unbroken commanion with God, because hardly 
any are willing to pay God’s high price. The 
blessed day is promised, but bas not yet come, 
when in al! this earth there shal! be but one will. 
The wiil now nearest to univereai earthly empire 
is self-will, Men pursue their own interests and 
not those of God. Wheo grace shall fully tri- 
umph all this will be exactly reversed. Even 
now, howev.r, to commit our way unto God, we 
must surrender our ali to His pleasure. 

We would have God bring to pass a revival of 
religion in our midst. My text includes this 
ap eye when we commit our way unto Him. 

0 do this, however, implies no small achieve- 
ment of spiritual surrender. God will vot ac- 
cept us ats!l unless we offer to Him our all. 
Oh, when will the Church learn to -o commut her 
way unto the Lord that He wil! bring to pass the 
fullness of her evangelistic necessities? Shal! 
not the Master bave an opportunity to redeem 
His promises? When God shall reign in a sufli- 
cient number of hearts within the membership. 
of His Church, all the revival sought wil at 
once be found. Ail church members profess de- 
sire to see God's work revived, and they are 
doubtless bonest in this wish, bus they do not 
mean enough by it. Those desires oniy are in- 
fluentiai woich lead us to labor to bring them to 
pase,—indeed, the sinceiity of the desue I pro- 
fess can be proved only by the ful:ness and f: ee- 
dom of my sacrifice to make it prevail. As 
we deny ourselves fur God, His work prospers ; 
as we live for ourselves, His work declines. 

The intelligence of cburch-members leads 
them in almost every instance to admit the value 
and obligation of revivalenthusiasm, This con- 
cession, however, may be ‘cold aod lifeleas. It 
does oot rise very superior to a mere opinion, If 
the Kingdom of Christ could come within a year 
throughout toe world without effort on the part 
of any believer, who would tind it in his beart to 
object? Revivals of religion would giow with- 
out abatement in every church, if they could be 
had and continued for the mere wishing. We 
aie evermore granting ip judgme.ut what we 
are uowilling to sacrifice for im service. We de- 
tire revivais, but they do notcome,—tben we de- 
Sire amiss. May we not 60 desire as to gain. To 
possess a conquering des.re we require a deep 
personal preparation. We are not all ready to 
cherish the inepir.ng desire we so greatly need. 
Every cbhusch-member may bave, and should 
have, a holy heart. Holy bearts are al- 
ways in a revival state. A sufficient namber, 
too, of boly hearts, aniced, epreadin sudduing 
evangelism to tne unconverted world on every 
side. A mighty revival wil be upon us when as 
church-membe:s we give up ourselves wholiv 
unio the Lord. To win souls will irresistibly be- 
come our first sork, when our own souls have 
been fully wou. The suflicitent proof ofa personal 
spirituality taugibie enough and excellent 
enough to be by us, its poss. ssors, appreciated, is 
our active longing to bring others into a kindred 
evjoyment. If any one enjoy religion, he wild 
be compelled to labor to get o.bers to eujoy it... 
As the suu at midday cannot refuse to shine, 
por the sweet exotic to exhale its fragrance, so 
the thorough'y -iliuminated disciple cannot but 
warm aud biess a. with whom be mupngies. 
Wuen the blameless sacriiice is wholly upo. the 
ai.ar, heaven's sea.ching fire immediately de- 
scends iv consamuug recognition ; an aggres-ive 
inspiration endows, and a soul is fitted by grace 
for gi-try Work for souls when we é6hali be 
made fully alive. will be, like breathing, easy 
and natural. For a revival desire, then, that 
must prevail, we ueed to get ready by a new 
surrender to God, Oh, for a baptism of the super- 
natural upon the people aod pastor of this church. 
May I not assame that se ail just now do made 
this new surcender? That now we give to God 
our all,—opinions, taste, ease, money, business, 
p.easure, time, to.l, friends? Having done this 
pighly reasonable service, we are ready to so 
practically desire a revival of religion as to get 
it. The first step in the way of prevailing de- 
sire to see God's work cy.ved is to pray for it un- 
til 1} comes. Revivals rarely come to the 
Churches until they are wanted; acd want.d, 
too, more than apytbing else. In promising to 
auewer the prayer of faith, God does not agree 
tudo so immediately, por when pressed as te 
a solitary peution. We must settle upun a Scrip- 
tural method of pursuing God to induce diaplavs 
of his converting grace, and then observe it 
steadiastiy unto the end. Prayer is the msip 
eiemeut in succeseful Christian method. God 
will answer the prayer of faith in the best way 
aad at the best time. “Now is the accepted 
time,” for.us. I believe prayer may be answered 
by withholdiog as really sometimes as by granting 
the objects of our petition. Prayer, too, must 
always’ve special, and it alwayé unplies concen- 
tration. : 

Prayer for a revival of God's work may lose 
its power by becoming so common as not to be 
respected, and by tae weariness whica 1 exces 
sive repetition so ofven occasions. The Church 
otten begins in gieat earnest revival work, cou- 
continues with fidelity fora season (0 ase ap 
proved metbods, and then siacsens and ceases, 
because the results seem not to be conmmepsur- 
ate with the hopes apd exertion. A suscained 
enthusiasm is at once an accomplishment most 
necessary and most difficult. But lite can be 
doue in the Church without it, and yet only s 
few members are willing to pay the high cost of 
its maintenance. To sustain an ot 
prayer 1s just equivalent to sustaining sp entor 
einem of revival. When a Cburch wearies of 
revival work, it wearies of the object for which 
it was divinely founded among meu. Momentary 
enthusiasm is quite easy to enkindle, but it as 
readily subsides again befure apy beveficent re- 
suite are garoered. We must make prayer our 
life, and then we can keep it up. We can enjoy 
prayer only when the “mr is 80 close that we

It is not 
easy to live a godly life at home. Pious pretep- 
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the disciple who shrinks from Divine service on 
an inclement evening die for his Lord? Does 
the reiigicn of Christ bold men now as securely 
as in earlier times? We must returo tu oar 
fathers’ consec:aiion before we can rejoice in 
their surprising victories, ‘To test the éfticien- 
cy of your desire for a :evival, see wiat it costs 
you to cherish it. Does it 1p any sense cost vou 
to do your work what it cost the Son of God to 
do His? To redeem man was impossible without 
Calvary, aod for us to : uccessfuily persuade Him 
will require our repeated Calvary of selt-denial. 
The success of the Church in every age las been 
exactly acccrdiog to ber sacrifice. lo our jate 
day, and with our imperfect art, we need not 
hope to reverse this immetmorial order. Has it 
ever occurred to vou that presence is the main 
elemeut of human power ina social meeting ? 
You may not be edie to contribute brilliantly, in 
seuciment and expression, to the sez vices of any 
mesns of grace, but you can be there witn heart 
radiant, and‘zeal undoubting. Your presence 
will always do more than your performances to 
convince others of the utility of a devotional 
meeting. Manage ourselves as we may by the 
pLant devices of evas on and excuse, what we 
beleve in we will not fail to patronize. The 
meetings Christians have confijence in they at- 
tend. We cannot compiacentiy dwell long apart 
from the accessible objects of our affection. An 
urgent humao love cannot be satisfied with lesa 
than toe personal appropriation of what it loves. 

Coutinuing our line of practical desire. you 
must each week make afew social and pastoral 
calls to bear the Master's message to the un- 
saved. Bearer and recipient mentally share in 
the blessing of this pleasant social evangeiiza- 
tion. To do good to others is better for him who 
does than for bim who receives. Example and 
life, too, are not evough. With these our best 
precepts must be freely mingled. Our grandest 
aud most influential des.re fora revival of re- 
ligiop must be iadulged in tae homes of the 
families we wouidsee saved. Unless, as Jezus 
did, we can also go ab.ut domg good, we need 
Dot be disa,ppointod at the singularly apatheuc 
tardioeas with which Chriat’s caase’ moves on. 
For. chu:ch-members a suulime socfil itine:acy 
is infinitely better than tke exclusiseness of a 
few’ opalcnt and partial acquaiccances, For 
Curist’s sake you dare enter any house, vou dare 
greet any grade of social fvuitune or lowliness, 
and you da:e throw open yourown house to the 
fullest and readiest reciprccaiions. 

Our desire for a revival will amount to nothing 
until We ‘pray oniseives inso a sacrificing en- 
thusiasm for souls. Some of you readily recail 
the enthusiaem of the pioneer goiJd-seeker of 
1849. Cal foinia was rem te toward the cloring 
day, imp.acable savages ruled the weary inter- 
veving route, and potbiog more attractive taan 
posuibility jay at the bazardous destmation. 
Mao in bie desperate search for gold shriuks not 
from auy peri.ous emsdarrasament. Some of you 
then had the desperate courage to defy avy odds. 
lf your ebthusiacM Was sustained, you succeed- 
ed woderately well. Thecommercial entbusia .m 
that . ever avates finally crowns the merchant a 
prince iv foitune avd iufivence. Our desire for 
# revival of religion is only intelieciual and 
nominai until as a body of church memoers we 


_become posseesed by a mighty enthusiasm for 


souis. When the salvation of men shall engage 
our taoughts by day, and our dreams by night, 
successiul revival enthusiasm will be ihe ispi- 
ration of our service aod the glory of our pro- 
bauon. The basis of religious euthusiasm must 
be , er-onal religious experience. Hational peo- 
pie cannot be enthusiastic over nothing. Uniess 
4 have myself a spiritual blessing wh.ch I highiy 
prize, how wili 14 be possible for me to be very 
aux.ous that otpers sbould enjoy such a biess- 
ing? Do not most of us feei that in religion 
we bave a ducéy to do more than a glorious p.ivi- 
lege to enjoy? To what extent Go. we rejuice ia 
Do we cast all our cares upop Hum who 
careth forus? How are we happier than befo.e 
we beiieyed? If others should get what we 
possess wherein would they be diifereat? When 
we wou!d work for the Master, what would we 
do? Do se honestly possess an experience 
divine and priceless? Have wea conscious fit- 
ness pow fur the :mmortality of the redeeu.ed ?

HOW TO PROMOTE A REVIVAL. 
SERMON BY THE REV. D. B. CHENEY. 

The Rev. D. B. Cheney, pastor of the Fourth 
Baptist Caurch, coraer of Panlina and Washing- 
ton streets, delivered a sermon on ** ‘The Means 
for Promoting a Revival of Religion,” last even- 
ing. The follosing is the text of the dis- 
course, woich was one of a series : PMR. 

Prepare ye the way of the Lord; make His path 
straigat,— Matt: ew, wi., 3. 

Last Sabvath evening our subject of discourse 
was: ‘A revival of religion the great want of 
our time,” from the text, ** It is time for Tnee, 
Lord, to work, for they have made void Thy laws.” 
In that discourse we endeavored to define what 
was meant by a revival of religion, and to set 
forth the one reason for a revival presented in 
the text, viz., that men are now making void the 
laws of the Lord. Taking up the subject natu- 
rally where we left it a week ago, we propose this 
evening to convider the means for promoting a 
revival of religion. Our definition of a revival 
showed clearly that it was the work of the Lord 
on earth; that good men could not produce a 
revival unaided and alone, though they would 
aid in promoting it; and that bad men could not 
prevent a revival, though they might encompass 
it with difficulties and embarra-ements. We 
now say, tha: while atrue and genuine revival 
is peculiatly the work of the Lord, and must 
bear the Divioe imprint alike in its origm, prog- 
reas, and frurts; still God does not achieve 
thie work simply by the exercise of His own om- 
nipotent power. He works rather, through sec- 
ondary agents and instrumenialities. Tunis les- 
son is read everywhere in the Bible, alike in the 
Uld Testameat and the New; and we hope 
to show in this discourse what some of these 
agencies and inst.imentalities are. As we 
shali proceed to speak of these, let no one infer 
that a revival ceases tobe the work of the Lord 
because He chooses to accomplish it in this way. 
The analogy of this kind of work is easily traced 
in the most common expériences of life. Man 
cannot produce seed-time and harvest; with all 
his inventive ingenuity and skill, be eannos 
make 2 single tlace of gress or a kernal of 
corn, much less tue beautsfyl flowers that 
deck hill-tup and valiey in their season. 
Iv all toese we recognize the hand of God ; they 
are tlis handiwork. Wichout Him, thore is no 
seed-time or harvest; vo soringwg grain; no 
blooming flowe.s: bo ripenmg truwt. This we 
ali concede. But what do men infer from it ? 
Supce these are the wo:ks of God, do men wfer 
that they bave only to sit down avd wait for 
tiim to work? Not at all. They rather break 
up their failow ground; they gather out tbe 
s.iones ; they sow the seed; they culare the 
growing graim; they wait, and jiook for, and ex- 
pect the harvest, and make themselves ready to 
gather it. aud do gather it at ap. oited time. 
ih.s 18 their part of the work,—a necessary and 
indispensabie part,—aud yet every thoughifal 
auc considerate man kvows and is ready to con-. 
fess that he cannot produce a warvest ; the bar- 
vest is from God. itluman agency worss ti- 
gether with Divine poser to produce the resul/s. 
ho it is with the fruit of the loonet Paul plants 
and Apolios wateis, bat God gives the increase. 
So, as Paui reasons, * neituer is be that plant- 
eth anytaing, neither he thet waterewn, put iod 
thas giveth ube werease.” It is His work, and 
the praise of 1¢ belongs to Hum. We shaili not 
then be misanderstvod, while we proceed to 
sveak of the means for promoting a revival of 
religion. The wor is the Lord's; the means 
ewployed to promote this work are «li subocdi- 
nate to Him.

Hs remark- 
yer is recorded in this chapter. Itsis 
of the spirit of! confession, alike for bim- 
people, and full of earnest entreaty.

Lord, hearken and do ; defer not, for Thine own 
gake, O mv God, for Thy city and Thy peapie are 
by Thy vame.” in answer to this prayer 
ithe angel Gabriel was sent to Daniel, to assure 
him: that.at the beginning of his supplication, 
while be was yet epeakiog, bis prayer was 
answered,—and you ali know what followed.

Look again at the great revival that began on 
the day of Pentecost. Jesus gave His disciples

In this state of 
things the Protestant ministers of San Francisco 
met together and carefuly surveyed the situation.

Conference fol- 
lowed conference, and those pastors soon de- 
termined to call their people to special praver 
for a revival of religion. A n®Oonday prayer- 
meeting was established in the busivese-ceutre 
of the city, supplemented by neighborhood 
prayer-meetings all ove: the city. To these the 
e flocked in large numbers. Nota few of 

the leading busivess men of the city were active 
in them. - As the reports of these meetings went 
abroad over the Coast, letters in large numbers 
came from mining campsin the mountains, and 
ranches in the eys, telling us of lone Chris- 
tians who were joining us in that season of 
prayer, so that in a littie while there were 
centres of prayer all over the West, agreed in 
their one petition for a revival of religion.

Study the history of re- 
vivals when you will, and you will find that those 
who have turned many to righteousness bave, in 
a vre-eminent degree, aonored the Divine Word. 
Such was the preaching of Eawards, aud White- 
field, and the Lenuents ; and ip our 6wn time 
such has been the preaching of Spurgeon, and 
Knapp, and Earle. The labors of Moody are 
fresh in ali your minds. The whole drift of 
those labors is to bring Bible truth iw contact 
with the minds and hearts of men. Henee his 
Bible readings, and hence the peculiar atyle of 
ali hie public discourses. With the open Bible 
in hie band, he bas led people to look into it that 
they might see themselves as inagiass. Mr. 
Moody has magnified and honored the Divine 
Word; hence, inalarge degree, the wonderfua! 
fruits of his labors. In revivals ministers preacn 
over and over again the first truths of the Gos- 
1; luke man a simmer and Christa Savior, the 
uman heart depraved andibe Holy Spirit the 
only power that can renew that heart. These 
first truths prove, ike the fre and the hammer, 
to break the ilinty heart, and to lead men to cry 
for mercy. 
Bat this use of the Word of the Lord in pro- 
moting a revival of religion must not be coo- 
fined to the pulpit or to formal public addresses. 
Private Christians must take up this work in the 
family, in the Suuday-school, aod in the social 
and business walks of life. A revival is very 
largely carried on by face to face labor, from 
mao to man, woman 60 woman, aud chiid to 
child. It is the Harian Page style of work wita 
one person atatime. Praver should always pre- 
cede this style of labor, but we cannot depend 
upon prayer alone. We must plant and water 
the seed that God may give the increase. This 
style of work, with one person at a time, is 
wonderfully effective when fully entered upon 
by any people. Suppose each CObristian in this 
church should at once undertake to labor or 
pray for the conversion of one soul, what an 
amount of Christzan work would at once be 
started. Andis this too much to ask? Have 
you not each some friend for whose conversion 
you will at once begin to pray and labor?

that whatever in us would binder a revival 
mast be put aside. If we have cast * stumbling- 
stones” in the way of others, whether of our 
brethren in the Church or of the outside world, 
we must take them out of the way. If we have 
anything like envy, or jealousy, or auger, or 
haired in our bearts, we should humble our- 
selves before God, and continue to do go until 
these evil passions are all rooted out, and if we 
have reason to beheve that others have been 
injuriously affected by us, we should confess to 
them our wrong after baving first confessed it 
toGod. Humble, heartfelt coniession is often 
a powerfvl means of promoting a revival of ve- 
ligion. If God powerfully revives His work 
here, 1t would not surprise me if some of you, 
beloved, should discover that you have some 
stumbling-stones to remove. But of this each 
ove must be his own judge. 

ln conclusion, let me ask. Do we desire a re- 
vival here? Are we ready t use the means to 
promote it? Are we ready w begin to use those 
means now ?

WHAT CANNOT BE CONCEDED. 
To the Editor of The Chieago Tribune : 
Cutcaco, Oct. 23.—Till I had seen it in your 
columns of yesterday | was pot apprised that 
the good oli effort of conciliating union between 
the Episcopaliaus and Methodists had experi- 
eficed anything of late that we might name a re- 
vival, but as it happily appears to be eo far the 
case, as you pleasantly, though—escuse me— 
slightly superticially, noted. And as you, most 
laudably, advise all interested parties of an ac- 
commodating disposition of your columns in be- 
half of said object, the least I can do is to submit 
to you my bumble recognition of the same. 
The gravity of the question should prompt us to 
hail a baypy liberality on your part, and any ef- 
fort tending to diminish the sighs of bopes and 
prayers, and to lighten the deprecation of con- 
tradicted profession and charity, should be fur- 
thered by all our suffrages. 
The ill effect of division in the fold of Obrist, 


enumerated if possible, and presented to the re- 
flections of professors. It is in direct and 
naked contradiction to the precept and entreaty 
of Christ and Hie Apostles. It mulitfies pro- 
feseion, stultifies faith, and acts the renegade to 
charity. It gives a pretext and power tothe 
enemy and blasphemer of God's cause. it’s a 
plague spot in the wall of the bousg, that 
the alien may fairly plead exemption from being 
defiled by should he come in from ifiquity or 
heathenism. It’s a stumbling block set up by 
the guides, and how can the weak-kneed and 
novices ip such trial be expected to wish to 
walk over it, thus, but for an overruling Provi- 
dence? The friends of Christian religion on 
earth, by their condactin it, prove ite strongest 
enemies. 
In this decision the causes, real or ostensible, 
have, in the judgment of all common sense, 
entirely ceased. The missiovary enterprise and 
eouviction.of both bodies are about para'iel, 
the message and doctrines they both carry 
virtually the same, their evangelical impulse on 
a par. Neither have any just cause of upbraid- 
ing the other with want of zeal or iack of 
spirituality. Piety pervades either body as much 
as it does the other. 
Let us look back for a moment.on some of the 
noted features of resultant diesent as furnishing 
motives of reconsidering sentiments and meas- 
ures, and poasibly of retracing ate,s taken in aa 
erring, or at least inconsistently responding, di- 
rection. What I allude to is the fac: that the 
first animus of ths movement, cailed afterwards 
Methodist, was essentially a Hign Ghurch move- 
ment, a movement after greater zeal, evangel- 
ism, diffusiveness, and special fervor and piety. 
The Wesleyan acceptation of the Enchariat is 
closely avd intrinsically. the sacramentarian. 
Both were fitly denominated Oxford movemenis, 
children of her juvenile efflorescence, except 
that the latter was advised of the stray fovot- 
steps that the former had taken, and, so warned, 
clung vege! to the ordained continuity of tine 
Order of the Faith. The results are instructive, 
and ought to be admonitory of the adventures 
and expense at which the former put its wishes 
and convictions into practice, at the expense of 
arranged and approximate provisions for edifica- 
tivn and public piety, such as, if duly vained and 
patronized, might have effected manya good end, 
and forestalied the danger of many a bad one, at 
the expense of veoerauon for preserved orig- 
inals, and with the injudiciousness of impatieace 
for the enlargement of realization and respect 
at the expense of detracting from present possi- 
bilities, and with the actual issue of losing 
hold of every valued impuise they set out with. 
Let us vow recur to this ground of institu- 
tioval unity, from which it bas pleased this age 
and country to find forus the name Episcopalian 
when we desire to feel and believe ourselves as 
members of the Caurch of Christ, Christians as 
they were at Pentecost and in Anti

CHURCH DEDICATION AT ENGLEWOOD. 
SERMON BY THE. REY DB. ,. FOWLER. 

The First M. E. Church of Englewood, a 
smal! but beautiful edifice, was dedicated to re- 
ligious purposes yesterday morning. The Rey. 
©. H. Fowler, D. D., President of the North- 
western University, preached the dedication 
sermon. He was to have been assisted by the 
Rev. A, J. Jutkina, but the latter was unable to 
attend. His piace was supplied by the Rev. A. 
Gurney, pastor of the church. 

The services were commenced by a voluntary 
by the choir, followed by a prayer by Dr. Fowler. 
After singigg a hvmn, Dr. Fowler announced as 
his text the ninth verse of the twenty-first chap- 
ter of Revelations, ‘‘Come hither; [ will show 
thee the bride, the Lamb’s wife; ” and proceeded 
to deliver the dedication sermon, of which the 
following is a synopsis : 

The text should not be read with moderna eyes, 
heard with modern ears, por understood with 
the energetic, practical minds of to-day, but 
with the dreamy, listiess comprehension of the 
ancient East. The idea of a bride as a repre- 
rentation of the Church militant, was by far the 
most perfect and complete likeness. It might 
be likened toa mountain from whose rugged 
sides all storms, all attacks were hurted back by 
its mighty strength, to a fortress with unscala- 
ble walls and solid gaies that had never been 
battered down, although tbe infidelity of ages 
had been hurled against them. Tbe pursued 
and oppressed might ever find a secure retreat. 
The Church could be likened to a light causing 
the plant of Christianity to grow and flourish 
among the icebergs of the North, or in the 
barren wastes of a tropical desert; also 
to home, as it 1s to the wanderer who, weary 
with the fierce battle with the world, 
with the deaperate strugcie for bread, was re- 
turning to where he knew he would always find a 
joyous welcome. Butin the bride, the tender 
loving bride, who came casting ber youth, her 
beauty, her happiness, and her ali, willingly at 
the feet of her husband, eager to share his 
happiness or sorrows, ever ready with words of 
encouragement and cheer, advising and help- 
ing, wasa troe representation of the Church. 
What man would not willingly lay down his life 
for his bride. Im after vears she might become 
no longer bride, but only wife, she might be 
abused, trampled under foot, spit upon, but | 
if the erring one will return, she wonld be 
always ready to receive him with open arme. 
The time might come, and was to be expected, 
when those present wonld be oblired to go to 
the stake for her, but what man, calling himeelf 
aman, would not die rather thav give up his 
belief ? One of the great beenties of the 
Christian religion was its simplicity. The 
ancient Greeks worshiped their gods personified 
in the sters; and men 0o to-day, 
not so poetical as the Grecks, had 
their gods in gravitv or cohesion. But the 
abiding strength of Obristianity would endure 
while the world stood. Languages tad been 
bora upon its lips, grown to strength and pow- 
er. and faded away. Nations had been organized, 
endured, and disappeared, but the Christian re- 
ligion would last when time was no more and 
eternity bad begun. 

At the close of the sermon the debt of the 
cburch was stated, money evcough was subecribed 
to lift it, and the church was formally dedicated 
free from debt. The amount raised was about 
$3,000. The services closed by stuging ‘* Old fun- 
dred,” in which the entire congregation joined.

THE SUNCOOK BUTCHER.

Concoap, N. H., Oct, 24~—Sheriff Davis, the 
Jailer bere, discovered yesterday afternoon that 
the iron bedetead im the cell of LaPage, the sus- 
pected murderer of Josie id, had been 
broken, and that a brace similar to that used in 


his attempt to eacape yesterday was missing. A 
thorough search of the cell failed to reveal it, 


when LaPage was searched, and the miaung 
piece was found secreted between his shirt and 
undershirt, close up under big arm.: He had 
made a keen-edged knife of a piece of iron also 
taken from the bed-frame. [he mattress on his 
bed was made of ‘‘excelsior,” and he 
had pulled out s considerable quantity 
of this and stuffed it in the ventilating flue af 
the cell. During the forenoon he tried to ob/ain 
matcbes from the prisoners near him, and itis 
evident that be intended to set the excelsior on 
fire, raise an alarm, and, when his cof? door was 
opened, to make his escape by forcing bis way 
with the iron brace or knife. Jailer Davis im- 
mediately placed LaPage in irons, and there is 
at present uo danger of his escape. Belief in 
his guilt has gained ground. and the 
popular feeling seams to be thas he is 
the perpetrator of tie terrible crime, and 
should speedily be brought totrisl. The richt 
trail is strack ac last, and nearly the entire force 
of officers and detectives has been busy in Sun- 
cook and vicinity to-dsey. In the search made 
this afternoon in LaPage’s house, it is eaid that 
the ollicers found fresh evidence damaging to 
LaPage, but they are very reticent as to what it 
is. One of the St. Albans officers weot home 
this morning, and the others :emein untel to 
night. Both felt comfident that ther have 
enough to convict LaPa#e with the Ball tragedy, 
even if he is let go here. 


AN UNINTENTIONAL HOMICIDE. 

Sceanton, Pa., Oct. 21.--This afternoon a 
young men named FE. L. Hicks surrendered 
himself before Esquire Leach, of the First Ward 
of this city, on @ charge of shooting Mr. Arcli- 
bald Anderson, a peaceable citizen, while on bis 
way home to Greenridge last evening. Hicks 
stares that it was about 9:30 o’clock when he 
met Anderson at a place called Trivp’s Ravine, a 
lone.y spot on the ontskirts of Strapior, and, 
fearing he ami be a desperado, he drew 
bis revolver and fired.

Hicks was 
commitied to Wilkeebarre prison, and was re- 
moved there this afternoon.

WARD’S WILL, 


What Is Thought of the Case in New 
York. 
New York Times, Oct, 5, 

Capt. Eber B. Ward was a mean who would 
have been ranked, by any one who knew him in 
his public relations only, as an excellent type of 
the enterprising, energetic, and successful 
American capitalist. He built up a thriving and 
busy little town; he owned or cdntrolled smeit- 
ing-works all of a very extehsive character: he 
owned pine lands equal in extent to ten times 
the area of thie island; and he was either the 
sole proprietor or the controlling ‘stockholder in 
mines of iron, lead, silver, copper, and corun- 
dum, in Michigan, Missouri, Utah, Arizona, and 
North Carolina. He was a ship-builder and 
ship-owner, a President of two railroads and 
sundry industrial enterprises. He was the fay- 
orite candidate for Secretary of the Treasury dur- 
ing the anti-Johneon movement. and was recog- 
nized as a power in politics up to the day of nis 
death. Altogether, Capt. Ward seemed one of 
the highest embodiments of the practical, push- 
ing spirit of our peop!e,—a man who had con- 
tributed as largely as any one living to the ma- 
terial progress of his age, and who had achieved 
deserved success by sheer force of working en- 
ergy and capacity for organization. 

In January last, Capt. Ward fell down dead in 
the streets of Detroit. The breath was hardiy 
out of hie body when two of his sons, by his 
ficst marriage, has.ened to secure the services 
of eminent counsel to contest his will. The 
ease was Opened iast month, and, after some ten 
days of legal fence and judicial rulmgs on pre- 
liminary points, the private life of the Alichigan 
millionaire is being revealed on the witness- 
stand. It appears that Cant. Ward came from 
a family strongly tainted with insanity; that he 
had both legitimate aod illegitimate children 
who were coufirmed lunatics. It bas been shown 
that be procured a divorce from his first wife 
by gross fraud; aod that, two months after that 
achievement, he married the young lady who is 
now his widow and the legates of two millions 
of his property. There is, perpaps, nothing 
very surprising about the fact that this great in- 
dustrial chief of the Northwest should have 
been a man of low passions and impure life. 
But it does seem a violent contradiction of the 
ordinary ideal of such a character tuar he should 
have been an abject slave to the delusions of 
Spiritualism. : 

The services of mediums were invoked by 
Capt. Ward, not only in regard to the eairs of 
his family, they were bis constant recourse in 
matters of business. When he wanted advice 
on railroad affsirs, he procared a consultation 
with the eprmt of Dean Richmond; and none of 
his numerous mining ventures were undertaken 
without an interview with the epirit of a Ger- 
man geclogist, who answered to the eupbomous 
name of **OCabbagve John.” This appears to 
have been Capt. Ward's tamiliar epirit. Aé the 
dictation of the deceased German he sent out 
expe@tions in search of silver, and he obeyed 
orders from the same source m opposing 
the re-election of Senator Ubhandier. In the 
course of cross-examigation, the other day, a 
female mediam went foto atrance in the wit- 
neas-box, sand made some remarks in -Ger- 
man, though she swore on regaining cov- 
sciousness that she did not understand a word 
of that language. It may be inferred that this 
seizore was due to the interest winch Capt. 
Ward's favorite Teutonic spuit still persists in 
manifesting in bis affairs. 

Had the deceased millionaire not taken the ad- 
viee of the spirits about bie will, bis intimate 
relations with the unseen world would probably 
not have been revealod to the genera! public. 
He certainly bad fair warning, while tuat instra- 
ment was in preparation, that there was trouble 
ahead. While ibe spirits of certain deceased 
relatives of his second wife were engaged in 


dictating the will, the spirit of his first wife | 


seems to have vome unbidden, and interrupted 
the process by exciamations of indignant pro- 
test. This lady had some reasons for making 
berself disagreeable in ghostly circles. 
spirits not only conspired to cheat her children 
ouz of their inheritance, but they attempted to 
blacken her own charecter. A floral wreath was 
painted by a blindfolded medium. actang under 
the usual influences, and, in the symbolical 
representation of Capt. Ward's family therein 
given, one son was omitted on grounds of ille- 
gitimacy. On the strength of tisis artistic piece 
of spirit-businesa, the credulous mulitonaire re- 
she a ay the sou in question, aod drove him to 
suicide. 

The trial which has furnished the occasion of 
these extraordinary disclosures 1s still in prog- 
ress, and a good deal of simular, if not moe un- 
savory, matter isin reserve. The bitcerness of 
feeling excited by the case scems 60 have ¢x- 
tended to tue lawyers engaged on either side. 
The leading counsel for Capt. Wara’s widow 
made a somewhat scurrilous personal attack, the 
other day, on the chief counsel opposed to him. 
That notbing might be wanting to complete the 
sensational details of the case, Capt. Ward's 
eldest son, a confirmed lunatic, was with diffi- 
culty prevented from assaulting one of the law- 
yers epgaged in opposing the claims of his 

ranch of the family. Altogether, the story 
which is in process of revelation at Detroit is 
one of those narratives which wouid have been 
called monstrously improbable in fiction, and 
which has certainly no parallel in real life.

“J. M.” stands for John Miller, tate Secre- 

tary of the Contract. and Finance Company, 


whose remarkabie defaications, soe through 


& series Of years, have been the talk of the Pa- 
cific Coast a@ month past. 


In many respects Miller is one of the most re- 


markabie criminals on record. and certainly one 
of the most audacious scamps ever fostered by 


the Pacific Coast. Scraps of his history have 
from time to time been published, but nothing 
like a connected narrative of his villainy has yet 
eppeared. He badlived here from eight to ten 
years ~— respected and courted by the best 
society. was gentiomanly io his magoners 
and in business a perfect giant. He was a pillar 
in one of our leading churches, and a few weeks 
before the crash came which hurled him from 
his pedestal, was chasen Superintendent of its 
Sunday-school. He had worked his way from a 
clerk of the Contract and Finance Company to 
the offine of Secretary, at a salary of $10,000 ~ 
year, gold, and was regarded in a business 
point of view as the peer of Staoford, Hopkins, 
Crocker, aod others, who form the Central Pa- 
cific combination. ° 

Besides his $10,000 income, he was known to 
be mch, audto have married a lady in Sacra- 
mento who had likewise a large fortune. Hence 
his Inxurious home and the evidence of wealth 
around him excited no ether comment on the 
part of his neighbors than that Miller’s lives 
were cast in pleasant places. 

A SUDDEN CRASH. 

One day there came a littie voice into Leland 
Stanford's private office which spake a word or 
two into ms ear. Before the evening of the 
next day Mr. Stanford knew that John Miller's 
name was not John Miiler, butA. R. Woodruff : 
that he had a wife living in Lyachburg, Va. ; aad 
that his wealth had, every dollar of it, been 
stolen from the Contract ead Finance Company. 

Such a revelation ereated a flutter in the Cen- 
tral Pacific office, but the secret was well guard- 
ed. Stanford and Crocker at once went to work to 
investigate the actual extent of the defaication. 
They hoped to do thi® without arousing Miller’s 
suspicion, but failed. One day he came to Mr. 
Stanford, end said quietly that he was not feeling 
well, and be believed that be’d run up to the 
McVloud River and catch some trout. 

Repairing to his mansion, he packed a smal! 
valise, and asked his wife to make ready to ac- 
company bum as far as Sacramento. The next 
morving both went to Sacramento. 

Meauwhile an examination of Miller's ac- 
counts was begun, and the first thing the expert 
struck was a false entry of $10,000: Then Stan- 
ford knew that the fishing trip was a blind. The 
telegraph was set to work to capture the fugi- 
tive. 
Pacific control was boarded, but for a long time 
Miller could pot be found. Accident, however, 
brought him tm contact with a gage-master at 
Marvsvilie, whe knew bim and pointed him out 
to the conductor. His arrest quickly followed. 
Ho took matiers very coolly, saying he guessed 
ther® must be some mistake. He was taken to 
San Francisco, and coufronted with Stanford and 
Crocker, . After a brief interview, he asked to 
seo his wife. An officer was detailed to escort 
him to his bhonse. Arriving there, Miller asked 
permission to re*ire for a moment. When he 
returned he whispered a word to his heart- 
broken wife, and she quietly went out of the 
room. ina momeot she returned, and, to Mii- 
ler’s great diamay, exhibited and gave to the 
officer a package containing $13,000 -in green- 
backs, over $70,000 in United States bonds, and 
a lot of valuable papers belongimg to the Com- 
pany, which he had takeh from his person aad 
told his wife to secure. After this evidence that 
Mrs. Miller refused te be a party to his crime, 
Mulier sunk in bis chair awd meekly asked to be 
takea back to the railroad ofiice. 

HEAVY DEFALCATIONS. 

The clue once strack, the exvert at work on 
Miller's books rapidly unearthed a deep miae of 
rascality. Tne origina] $10,000 defaleation grew 
in an hour to $100,000. The next dav it swelled 
to $250,000, and the affair became the sensation 
of the hour, Finally, Miller confessed all, and 
set about making restitution. He turned ovér 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, but’ still the

inally the new house went, and block after 
block of city real estate, improved and unim- 
os was made over to the Railway Company. 
Vbeo the expert tad finally finished his work it 
was found that the extent of Miller's peculations 
exceeded $1,900,000 in the space of five years. 
The amountof pi operty offeredin restitution ex- 
ceeded one miliion and a half, but as most of it 
wae @eai estate in rapidiv-improving localities 
the Company accepted it in full reimbursement 
of their ices, They alee, so far as was in their 
power, granted immunity tothe defauiter, thie 
being done to prevent the possibility of expos- 
ing the affairs of the Contract and Finance 
Company in court—an event hkely to prove dis- 
asifous tO more than one reputation on this 
coast. 

THE ROMANCE OF MILLER'S CAREER. 

Thos far she history of this defaulter differs 
but little from that of other gentry of the same 
ilx. But in other crimes—bigawy and that of 
living for years under a bogus identity—Miller’s 
cane surpasses that of any other in cool audacity 
apd boldvess of design. 

Simultaneously with the discoverv of his pecu- 
latious came that of the fact that his name was 
not Jobn Muller, but A, R. Woodruff, and that he 
formeriy lived in Lyuchburg, Va., where he had 
a wife and ove ortwochildrea. His family were 
in tgnorance tha: he was living io San Francisco 
as John Miller, but believed that as A. R. Wood- 
roff he was a prosperous wool-grower in Aas- 
tralia, for every Australian steamer brought

Ou their return 
from the Yosemite, and ummediately before wife 
No. 1 returned to the East, she insisted npon 
spending a few days in Sam Franeisco. Miller 
was very anxious to hasten her departure, but 
stil] he had to give in and take her to San - 
isco, They put upat the Liek House. For- 
tunately wife No. 1 did not like San Prancisco, 
ao to Miller's great relief she cut her stay short. 
Before going he took her toa dry-¢ store 
and bought her $1,500 worth of goods. Suwzbse- 

uently the bill was sent to Muiler’s house, and 
sii into the hands of wife No. 2. to whom it was 
a cause of alarm. But Muller quieted her by 
saying that be had only ordered the goods for 

e wife of a friend of his in Portiand, Oregon, 
and she bill was made out in kis name by mis- 
take. 

And so Miller struggled to maintain his posi- 
tion. His fall was a terrible blow to the pride of 
Stanford, Huntington, Hopkins, and the rest of 
the Central Pacific Ring.

Col. Forsey writes as follows on the public- 
echool guestion to his paper, the Philadelphia 
Press: 

Lonpox, Oct. 5.—By this mailI send you a 
number of extracts from late English papers, 
commenting upon President Grant's speech at 
Des Moines, Ia., on the religious question. You 
will perceive that all parties unite in regarding 
the demonstration of the President as of grave 
importance. Indeed, there can be no doubt of a 
very solid union among the Protestant sects on 
both continents against the recent assumptions 
of the Roman Catholic prelates. Men who 
bave regarded other issues with undisturbed 
equanimity seem to have taken fire at the attempt 
to overthrow the system of popular education in 
America. Dogmas like Papal [nfallibility and 
the Immaculate Conception, belonging, a8 they 
do, entirely to the Church itself, produce little 
comparative edfect upon outside observers, but, 
now that the education of the people has become 
a sort of watchword am the masses of 
Europe, and is being everywhere accepted, no 
matter how reluctantly, by rulers and leaders, an 
attack upon the conmmon-school system of the 
United States, which all sides here acknowledge 
to be the model upon which they propose to 
form their new institarions, causes a quick and 
angry resistance. Ihave too much confidence 
ia the wiedom and in the sagacity of the Roman 
Catholics of America to suppose that they will 
persevere m what must sweil a resistiess upris- 
ing aganet them. The history of popular eda- 
cation in Pennsylvania aione, not to speak of 
the grander and more perfect system of New 
Kngland, should be a sufficient warning to all 
those who indulge the hope that it can be 
broken down. It is just forty years ago since 
the great Democratic Governor, oa Wolf, 
and the great Whig leader, Thaddeus Btevens. 
joined hands in carrying through the original 
appropriation upon which has been erected the 
present seperior organization. Those of us who 
recall the foundation of the High School of 
Philadelphia, whose graduates are scattered ail 
over the Union, many of them now in the high- 
est walks of life and foremost in the learned 
professions, and a large number of them leading 
Catholics, the 
Girls’ High-School, not to speak of the. acade- 
mies and colleges which have blossomed and 
ripened from these exsmples im every county of 
the State, nor yet of the wonderful primary 
organizations in our thousands of achool 
districts, will antagonize with more than 
ordinary spirit the attempt, come from what 
quarter it may, to dislocate this great establish- 
ment and its co-ordimate branches. 

The movement to divide the revenues so that 
one special religion may have an opportanity to 
educate its people in a particular way contes at a 
most inopportune period, now that the neces- 
sity of the education of the whole people of 
Great Britain is regarded as one that cannot be 
avoided. But if there is any one thing to be 
depiored im America, it is such a contest as 
President Grant foreshadows. I recotiect dis- 
tincsly the two eras im our bistory, both of them 
almc st originating ia Pennsylvania, —the Native 
American riots of 1444-'45, and the Know-Noth- 
ing excitement of 1854, and both of winch I reso- 
lntely opposed. Hostility to a religious belief, 
or to any portion of our people born in another 
country, is abhorrent to every true American 
citizen, and I should dread another division of 
Parties on those questious. But it is a very 
different thing when any organization, religious 
or otherwise, tekes up arms against ular 
edacation in the United States, and if the con- 
test assumes this distinctive feature alone, 
there will be, I predict, a united and irresistible 
movement in support of the ideas enunciated by 
Gen. Grant. I pray that the day is far distant 
wheo such a conflict may be precipitated, and it 
is to be hoped that the hundreds and thousands 
of Roman Catholics in America, who beve en- 
joyed the blessings of our free education, who 
have sent their children to our common schools, 
who have, m fact, been liberalized by our insti- 
tutions, will themselves present a breakwater 
against what may otherwise become a serious

It is decided 
that the ground upon which this great hotel 
is situated was regularly entered and prop- 
erly sold as Canal property, and that it is not 
subject to entry under the PoxrTsRrIzELp 
scrip. = f 

It now appears to be definitely settled that 
Secretary Cuanpiter has determined upon 
making the experiment of conducting the 
affairs of the Interior Department without 
the aid of Indian-Commissioner Smrrz. We 
fear that this step has been taken without 
consulting either Mr. Stra or the noble 
band of Indian-Ring contractors whose in ter- 
ests are so deeply involved in the matter. 

Messrs. Moopy and Sancey opened in 
Brooklyn yesterday to a tremendous ‘house, 
thousands being turned away who were un- 
able to gain admittance tothe Rink. Our dis- 
patches recite that Mr. Moopy’s address pro- 
duced a profound impression upon the large 
assemblage, and that ‘Mr. Sanxry’s singing 
was a ronounced suecess. The clergy of 
Brooklyn were largely represented on the 
platform, and the revival movement was in- 
augurated under the most favorable auspices. 


The country can now rest easy, for a mo- 
mentous question has been settled without 
revolution or bloodshed. Fora long time a 
condition of terrible uncertgimty and furious 
controversy has prevailed regarding calf-hair 
and its status under our wise, benignant, and 
intelligent protective-tariff system. It was a 
serious case of calf-hair, and not merely of 
half-care or car-fare, and it was referred by 
the Treasury Department to the Smithsonian 
Institute. The last-named augtist body has 
’ gendered a report, and the customs officers 
will hereafter keep an eye out for that insid- 
ious emissary of European pauper labor 
under the baleful guise of calf-hair. 

This time it is the brewers of St. Louis 
who are on the brink of a moral Niagara, 
composed of beer brewed without the pay- 
ment of the intérnal revenue tax.

The revenue is said to 
have suffered to the extent of about $300,000 
by this scheme during the past two years, 
and the evidence obtained is such that the 
seizure of a large number of breweries and 
the arrest of their‘proprietors may be looked 
for very soon.

Perhaps the ‘‘cheekiest” proposition to 
fleece the City Treasury which has come to 
light recently is that made by one of the 
Messrs. GREENEBaUMS (who are put dowr in 
Mr. Hzstxo’s list of his German supporte. 3) 
to trade a lot on the corner of Randolph and 
Union streets for a city lot on the corner of 
Madison and Union streets for $30,000 to boot. 
The Randolph street lot is larger than the 
Madison street lot; but the former is the 
poorest kind of business property, and the 
latter about the very best kind of business 
property, on the West Side. Probably Mr. 
GreznEBaum could not sgl] his Randolph street 
property for more than 30,000, and the Mad- 
ison street property is worth perhaps 30 per 
cent more than the Randolph street fot. Yet 
Mr. Greenesavm wants $30,000 in money for 
the exchange. That is, he wahts the city to 
buy his Randolph street property and throw 
in its Madison street lot. Perhaps it will be 
as well for the authorities to defer this barter 
nntil after election. If carried out, it might 
damage Mr. Hxsrxa’s chances, which are just 


now all-important. 

Mr. Hesrxa’s great financial distress has 
already made itself felt. He has found it 
necessary to resort toa mild sort of bunko 
game in order to raise funds to assist in se- 
curing the votes requisite for his election. 
Assessments of sums ranging from $10 up- 
wards have been levied upon tha clerks and 
employes in the offices of the Sheriff, County 
Treasurer and County Clerk, and other coun- 
ty officials who belong to the Devil-Fish party, 
and, asa sufficient revenue was not forth- 
coming: from these sources, the squeezing 
process has been applied at the City Hall, 
under the express sanction, it is said, of May- 
or Conyrx. The demand has been made 
peremptorily, with a plain intimation that a 
refusal to ‘‘ represent,” as the bunko-ropers 
have it, involves official decapitation. It so 
happens that many of the best and most val- 
uable clerks in the city and county employ 
are Republicans who have little or nothing tu 
say about politics, but who will quietly vote 
against Mr. Hestne and his oo-plunderers. 
These men are mulcted with the rest; they 
must submit or be discharged. By this 
method of extortion the money will dowbt- 
less be raised, but whether the votes it will 
buy will outnumber the votes turned to the 
other side is by no means certain. 


SOME ELECTION CRUMBS. 

It is a favorite device of Mr. Hesrna, as 
well as other political demagogues who are 
seeking election to office, to appear in the 
role uf the poor man’s friend, and make 
special appeals for the poor man’s vote. This 
campaign dodge has been made especially 
conspicuous by Mr. Heaine and his follow- 
ers with aview of giving that gentleman the 
guardianship of the county moneys for the 
next two years. We submit that the poor 
man could scarcely have a more dangerous 
enemy than one who sustainsa ring in "he 
County Board, which he himself has de- 
nouced as organized for the plunder of the 
Public Treasury. This is what Mr. Husrne is 
doing. The effect of such a course ig an in- 
crease of taxation, which is already so oner- 
ous in this city and county as to cripple 
capital and prevent the enlargement of our 
manufacturing interests. The Public Treas- 
ury cannot be plundered, the public moneys 
cannot be wasted in extravagant and corrupt 
contracts, and the public taxes cannot be in- 
creased, without striking directly at the tax- 
payers, who are at the same time the em- 
ployers. When the resources of employers 
are thus contracted by a vicious administra- 
tion of public affairs, there are none who suf- 
fer the consequences more acutely than the 
poorer, laboring classes. If Mr. Hestne 
were really the poor man’s friend, and entitled 
to the poor man’s vote, he would now be 
engaged in an effort to reform the County 
Board, instead of advocating the re-election 
of men whom he has himself denounced, 
through his newspaper, as members of a cor- 
rupt ring. 

A few illustrations of the present county 
management have come to light within a day 
or two. Mr. Pzgxro.at, who has a monopoly 
of the contracts for county supplies, is now 
furnishing the county, under a written con- 
tract, with potatoes at ninety cents a bushel, 
when they can be bought by the quantity 
at fifteen cents a bushel, and when the county 
has plenty of potatoes of its own, raised on 
the Poor-House farm, which are left to rot in 
order to enable Mr. Pxriotat to enjoy the 
benefit of his contract. Does Mr. Huzstxa, 
in his character of*the poor man’s friend, 
sancfion this sort of proceeding? . If not, 
why does he sustain the men who are respon- 
sible for it, and some of whom are candidates 
for re-election on the ticket which he heads? 

The committee of the county having the 
matter in charge is about to report favorably, 
it is said, on the allowance of $50,000 to the 
South Town Board for the payment of the 
outrageous salaries which the town officers 
have voted themselves. A portion of this is 
said to be for town debts, but these town 
debts consist of previous outrageous salaries 
voted themselves by former town officers. 
One of the principal beneficis:'es of this pro- 
posed allowance is a candidate for County 
Commissioner on Mr. Hestna’s ticket. The 
charagter of these town officers, and their 
utter uselessness except as appendages to the 
coalition which Mr.. Hzstne is running, are 
too familiar to require any further discussion. 
The very suggestion of allowing one of the 
Town Boards $50,000, another $20,000, and 
another $18,000, is an outrage in itself. Is 
it because Mr. Hestne is the poor man’s 
friend that he advocates the election to the 
County Board of men interested in making 
such an allowance ? 

As these are but ordinary samples of the 
County Board transactions, it is no wonder 
that Mr. Burpickx, the Chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, is forced to report that 
the expenditures for the year will exceed the 
appropriations by $50,000, It is no wonder 
that it is proposed to increase the appropria- 
tions for next year by over $100,000, though 
the property-valuation in the county has been 
enormously reduced. Itis no wonder that 
an increase of expenses amounting to $200,- 
000 is anticipated for the coming year, when 
the Sheriff's office, which always yielded 
large profits when the fees went to the occu. 
pant, now has a deficiency of $75,000 @ year, 
and when the County Clerk’s andsReeorder’s 
offices are also running behind in the same 
proportion. Does Mr. Hrestne conegive it to 
be his duty as the poor man’s friend to in- 
dorse this sort of thing by ad tine the re. 
election of the men who @f6 responsible

THE MOULTON NOL. PROS.

Mr. Moviron 
publicly demanded, in the most unmistak- 
able manner, that the case should be brought 
to trial. Then comes the District-Attorney 
and enters a nolle prosequi, which leaves Mr. 
Movtrow still charged with perjury, calumny, 
and blackmail, just as Mr. Berxcuer still 
stands charged with criminal conduct, 
breaking up Mr. Trzton’s home and alien- 
ating the affections of his wife. It will be 
of no use for Mr. Brrcuzr’s friends to urge 
that this action has grown out of his long 
suffering, and generosity, and readiness to 
forget and forgive. He and his friends and 
his lawyers have made the charge of 
perjury, conspiracy, and blackmail against 
Movztron as tke very key-note of 
the whole ecandal, and have reiterated 
over and oyer again their ability and deter- 
mination to prove it when the opportunity 
came. The opportunity has now come, and 
Mr. Movuron not only stands ready to meet 
the charges against him, but urges and in- 
sists upon +. speedy trial; but, when it comes 
to the point, Mr. Bexcuer retires from the 
field, and the case is dropped. This is at 
least very strange conduct, andthe public can 
only regard the abandonment of the charges 
against Mr: Moviron as tantamount to an 
acknowledgment that he was not libeled by 
Movrton at all. 


ALABAMA REPUDIATES HER DEBT. 

The State of Alabama is in many respects 
@ prosperous one. It ‘is a large State, it is 
admirably located geographically, and is ca- 
pable of being made one of the most. pro- 
ductive in the Union. It has mountains, and 
broad valleys, and plains, is well intersected 
by navigable streams, and has a sea-coast and 
a sea-port. The State has the valuable com- 
bination of timber lands, cotton lands, min- 
eral lands, besides vast tracts suitable for 
stock-growing and general agricultural pro- 
duction. It has land some of which exceeds 
that of the prairies in producing corn. It 
has a variety of marble and other stone ; has 
inexhaustible coal-fields, and some iron ; the 
climate is unsurpassed, and the soil product- 
ive ; it produces wheat, corn, cotton, rice, 
sugar-cane, and tobacco, besides live stock. 
The State has been prosperous since its ad- 
mission. It suffered the penalties of the 
War ; has been reconstructed, and curing the 
last summer has undertaken to frame a new 
Constitution. This Constitution is now be- 
fore the people for adoption. 

There is one provision in it which is urged 
as a strong commendation for the whole in- 
strument by men who have hitherto held 
high places in the State, and claim to be 
statesmen and friends of Alabama; but we 
can understand it only as an impending 
blig>t, which, if now imposed, will have an 
effect on the State from which it will require 
whole generations to recover. 

To understand this provision, it should be 
explained that there is outstanding in the 
name of the State a debt amounting in round 
numbers to $30,000,000. This is not alla 
bonded debt, but is mainly contingent; that 
is, the State has contracted a liability result- 
ing from grants of aid to railroads, which 
reaches possibly $2( ,000, which, added to 
the debt proper and unpaid interest, makes the 
aggregate we have given. The validity of 
portions of this debt is denied, and 
no interest has been paid on any 
portion of the new debt. The new Constitu- 
tion contains such restrictions upon the 
power of taxation that it will be impossible 
to levy a tax to pay the interest on the debt. 
The new Constitution does not directly re- 
pudiate the State debt ; it simply renders it 
impossible to pay the interest or principal of 
that debt, The Hon. Taomas H. Hennpon, 
in a speech urging the adoption of the new 
Constitution, among other reasons gives the 
following : 

Mourth—Its ratification will be the proximate cause 
of relieving the State of $20,900,000 of the principal of 
the public debt, save the interest on that sum for all 
time, and over $100,000 interest anually on the balance 
of the debt. 

This may sound like a startling proposition. But 
there is no extravagance im it. It rests on the com- 
monest motive of human action, and oan be assured 
by the statement of awimple fact, Every one knows 
that the moneyed oligations of a State are based on 
its good faith and credit only ; that as a sovereign she 
sits above all courts, beyond the reach of their pro- 
cesses and mandates, and that mo power can coerce 
her to pay but the people, whose sovereignty she em- 
bodies, Nowa debt of $:0,'00,000—nearly one-fifth of 
the value of their taxable property—the people of 
Alabama can never pay—will never pay; and this 
their creditors know full well, and see before them the 
alternatrve of repudiation or eompromise, 

The meaning of this cannot be mistaken. 
It is to force the creditors of the State to re- 
mit $20,000,000, with the accrued intérest, 
under the distinct constitutional threat that 
the State will not pay, and that, “‘ as a sover- 
eign, she sits above all courts and beyond the 
reach of their processes and mandates.” 

The fact that the moneyed obligations of a 

te are based on its good faith and credit 
pa ‘actually employed as a reason why 

6 State should not pay its. obligations,—in 

words, that “‘ a sovereign sitting above 
all courts” can afford to treat good “ faith 
and credit” as of no concern. We do not 
mean to say that the debt of Alabama was all 
legally contracted, nor wisely contracted ; on 
the contrary, we think Alabama is no excep- 
tion in the list of victims of an unscrupulous 
Legislature acting under unlimited authority 
to sell bonds. But that is no justification for 
repudiation. The very fact that a State 
is a sovereign beyond the reach of courts 
is the strongest reason why a State 
should cherish good faith with religious 
honesty. No State can afford to treat good 


faith with contempt. It is dishonorable, and | school would be a thing of the past. This is 


there can be no escape from the penalties of 
such dishonor. If the State of Alabama be 
faithless to her honor now, bitterly will the 
act be repented hereafter. There is not a 
hamlet in the civilized world where there is 
aman who has one dollar to lend, who has 
not in his memory the name of Mississippi, 
the State which repudiated her “ good faith,” 
and refused to pay ber creditors. The State 
ot Alabama will learn at heavy cost in time 
that honesty is the best policy, and that, no 
matter how grievous the load of debt, nor 
how iniquitous the means by which that 
debt was contracted, the cheapest, as well 
as the only honorable, way out of the trouble 
is to pay the debt. 

Iilinois and Alabama were admitted to the 
Union at nearly the same time, and Illinois 
has a financial Aistory which it would be 
profitable for Alabama to study. Forty 
years ago, this State, through its Legislature, 
embarked in the business of selling bonds, 
and in due course of time had an immense 
debt, some of which wag more or less tainted 
with fraud; the population was small, much 
less than that of Alabama, and the State was 
without roads. Themoney was all expended, 
and there was not a mile of railway to show 
forit. Taxation to pay the interest was enor- 
mous upon the then comparatively scattered 
population. Weak Legislatures abandoned all 
levies of taxes on account of the debt, and 
there were then in Illinois, as there are now 
in Alabama, weak men and demagogues pro- 
posing to repudiate good faith, to scale the 
debt, and to “sit as a sovereign above all 
courts” and tell the public creditor he must 
accept a pittance or go without apything. 
The name of Illinois was enrolled among 
those which paid no interest on their debt. 
Credit died out. The stigma rested on the 
whole people. No man in Illinois could buy 
goods on credit anywhere. lomigrants, with 
their wagons, and teams, and live stock, 
drove clear across the State, refusing to live 
in the State upon which the blight of repudi- 
ation had fallen. Many of our own people 
moved away, and there was that most horri- 
ble of all stagnation, when no man could sell 
anything he had, and when credit had been 
wholly extinguished. What did Illinois pro- 
pose to do under these circumstances? Her 
half-million of people, rejecting the appeals 
of repudiators and demagogues, called a Con- 
vention, and in the new Constitution 
placed an irrepealable tax, which was to 
be collected annually, and its proceeds 
applied to the payment of the interest and 
principal of the debt. All the unpaid inter- 
est was funded in new bonds; every form of 
unbalanced indebtednéss was taken up and 
funded. The credit of the State was recov- 
ered. The bonds were soon above par; in- 
dividual credit rose with that of the State; 
immigration flowed in and remaimed ; capital 
sought investment among a people who paid 
their debts ; the State, which, ** sitting as.a 
sovereign above courts,” held fast to her 
good faith and credit, grew in all the ele- 
ments of prosperity, and her people never 
experienced a regret nor an inconvenience 
from the imposition of a tax which long since 
has sponged out the ence formidable debt, 
with all its accumulated unpaid interest. 
Honesty was found to be the best policy. 

Had the Convention of Alabama placed in 
her Constitution a provision for an irrepeala_ 
ble tax to pay the whole State debt, her peo- 
ple would never have felt the tax, and their 
credit would have attained a distinction in 
strong contrast with that of a State which re- 
pudiates debt because it rests on “* good faith 
only,” and which, sitting as a sovereign be- 
yond the reach of courts, compels creditors 
to accept a shilling on the dollar or go with- 
out anything. The twenty millions may be 
saved, but at what a sacrifice’! The creditor 
who loans money on bond and mortgage takes 
the risk of the sufficiency of the security; 
but the man who loans money on the “ good 
faith ” and honor of a ‘“ sovereign” receives 
better treatment in Mexico and Spain than is 
offered by the new Constitution of Alabama. 


THE SCHOOL-QUESTION IN ENGLAND. 

The attack on our public-school system 
finds a parallel in England. In both coun- 
tries the assault takes the same insidious 
shape. It is in the guise of an attempt to 
secure a distribution of* the school-taxes 
among sectarian, as well as State, schools. 
The connection of Church and State in En- 
gland is the real reason, according to Prof. 
Tuoroip-Rocers, why that country has never 
enjoyed national education. The Educational 
act of 1870 has been shorn of much of its 
effect by sectarian jealousy. The schools 
established under it have been successful in 
proportion to the absence of sectariani; m in 
their management. This fact has encouraged 
the large body pf men who believe that a State 
should keep open schools, but should also 
keep them free from _ sectarianism. 
But it has also led to renewed 
effort on the part of those  sectaries 
who see in this the loss of their hold 
on the minds of the masses, and who are, 
therefore, determined to use these schools, if 
they can, to train the people in creeds instead 
of in knowledge. A Vicar in Warwickshire, 
Eng., is reported to have said that the Gov- 
ernment would introduce into Parliament at 
the next session a bill authorizing tax-payers 
to have their school-taxes used -for the sup- 
port of either sectarian or public schools, as 
they prefer. According to the London Times, 
Lord Lytrieton favors this scheme to force 
the State to act as tax-collector for any sect 
that chooses to start a school to inculcate 
dogma. His name, however, is the only one 
of any prominence as yet mentioned in con- 
nection with the plan, and the Times ex- 
presses great doubt whether any such 
bill isin contemplation. In fact, it pooh- 
poohs the idea. But that snch a project is 
mooted shows that national education has 
the same foes in England as in America. The 
Romanists would join with the Established 
Church in such a foray upon the public schools 
there. Here, where the State is freed from 
the incubus of an Established Church, we 
have only the Catholics (and only part of 
them) with whom to contend in behalf of 
the corner-stone of our system of Govern- 
ment—the public school. The attack upon 
them is made only by the more ultramontane 
of the priesthood and the more ignorant, and 
therefore most easily led, of the laity of the 
Roman Church. If the demand of these 
men should be _ granted, andthe 
State should be degraded into an 
instrument of dogmatism, the downfall of 
our whole public-school system would be 
simply a question of time. If we allot part 
of the school-fund to the Catholics, we must 
do the sdme favor to the Baptists, Presby- 
terians, Methodists, Campbellites, Episco- 
palians, Unitarians, ° Swedenborgians, He- 
brews, and all the other thousand-and-one 
sects which have representatives in this 
country. Every two-penny private school 
would be snrolled as a “ denominational 
academy,” and thus justify a grab for part of 
the taxes. The system would fall under the 
weight of ite own weakness, and fhe public 

. 


what the Cat’nolic hierarchy wishes. It pre- 
sents the tlfin edge of the wedge in this de- 
mand for ‘a distribation of the school-fand. 
If it gets‘this through, it will drive the wedge 
home avd shatter the corner-stone of free 
institutions into fragments. 

The position of the American State in the 
schoob-question is simple and right. The 
State is itself non-sectarian, and all its acts 
must necessarily be so. It provides schools 
that teach everything but sectarianism. 
Parents who wish their children instructed in 
the latter can send them to private schools, 
or can attend to this at home. .But-the per- 
sons whom poverty or preference leads to 
send their children to the public schools can 
thus secure forthem a solid education with- 
out having somebody else’s doctrinal notions 
crammed down their throats. The public 
school must be preserved, and the price of 
its preservation is uncompromising resistance 
to sectarian interference. 
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THE CURSE OF CHEAP MONEY. 

The well-known statistician wlio writes for 
| the New York Worid ander the rather absurd 
pseudonym of “Adersey Curiosibhoy” has 
compiled some accurate tables showing the 
different prices of potatoes, riee, milk, mo- 
lasses, sirup. and labor in New York in 1860 
and 1874. They ».ow .that the price of 
labor—wages—has not risen in proportion 
with the prices of the cormamodifies which 
the laborer buys. He got mare paper dollars 
in 1874 than he did gold ones in 1860, but he 
could buy less goods with the wages of 1874 
than with those of 1860. 

A first-class machinist earaed $11.20 per 

week in 1860, and $16.06 in 1874. The first 
um isin gold; the secondin paper. Dur- 
ing the same time, the price of a bushel 
of potatoes rose from 46 ta 77 cents; that of 
a pound of rice from 6 to 11 cents ; that of 
a quart of milk from 4} te8 cents; that of a 
gallon of molasses from 48 to 80 cents; and 
that of a gallon of sirap from 638 to 97 cents. 
The machinist’s weekly wage would buy 33 
less bushels of potstaes in 1874 than in 
1860; 40 less poundsof rice ; 62} lees quarts 
of milk; 34 less galloms of molasses ; and a 
gallon less of sirup. 

The same comperison can be extended to 
othertrades. A beilermaker’s wages—-$10.96, 
gold, in 1860, and $15, currency, in 1874— 
would not buy as many bushels of ‘potatoes 
in 1874 asin 18(% by four; as many pounds 
of rice by 5645 as many quarts of milk by 
70$; as many gallons of molasses by four ; 
and as many gadlons of sirup by two. 

A blacksthith’s wages, reckoned im quarts 
of milk, show a decrease of 61} quarts dur- 
ing the fourteen years, The week’s work of 
a millwright would buy 54 gallons of molasses 
more in 1860 thiamin 1874. A brass-founder 
could purchase, with the proceeds of six 
days’ labor, 63 more pounds of rice fifteen 
years ao thay. he could one year ago. 

In 1860 an unskilled laborer earned, on an 
average, $6.07, gold, per week, and in 1874, 
$8.31, currency. His wages, reckoned in 
potatoes, were 33 bushels less in 1874 than in 
1860; reckoned in rice, 21 pounds less; in 
molasses, 1} gallons less; and in milk, 33 
quarts less. 

It isa truism to say that the test of the 
highness of wages‘is their purchasing power. 
If A’s pay will buy more than B's, A’s 
wages are the higher, no matter how low 
they may be in dollars and cents. It there- 
fore appears that fourteen years of ‘‘ protec- 
tion,” hypocritically demanded for the sake 
of the interests of labor, and twelve years of 
rag-money, neatly printed in grven ink, 
** blood-sealed” to an alarming extent and 
based on “‘ faith and resources,” have reduced 
instead of increased the comforts within the 
reach of American labor. 

When a high tariff anda fluctuating curren- 
cy raise prices,—and they always do so,—the 
workingman must necessarily suffer. The 
price of labor is the first thing to fall and the 
last to rise. Supply and demand fix all prices 
in the long ran, but the owners of most com- 
modities can hold their wares and keep them 
in good condition, waiting for prices to rise. 
Not so with labor; That is the most perishe- 
ble of all commodities. The man who has a 
day's wark to sell finds its value 
falling with every hour for which 
he is unemployed, and vanishing with 
the setting sun. He must often make 
a forced, sale, and such sales are always at 
low prices. We have cheap money now,—so 
cheap that the workingman can get but little 
in exchange for his money. What he needs 
is, mot cheap money, but cheap goods. “He 
can get the latter when the currency is honest 
and the tariff low. 


A CURIOUS DOMESTIC REVELATION. 

The developments made in the preliminary 
hearing of the Sixes will case constitute a 
scandal of domesticity and a phase of modern 
civilization which are almost without parallel. 
We have already alluded to the features of 
the will of this polygamous patriarch, and 
the manner in which it is sought to be broken 
by one of the divorced wives; but the domes- 
tic features of the case are so unique that 
they are worthy of comment also.

Here 
is @ man who has had twenty-eight 
chikiren by six different women, the 
most of the children now living 
and married, and heretofore moving in 
good society, as their father did before them, 
without any apparent stain upon their names. 
He was divorced from two of these wo men, 
and he was not married to the one to whom 
he has left the greater part of his property, 
although be publicly acknowledged her as his 
wife, acknowledges her as such in his will, 
and she has always borne his name, likewise 
her children, and has moved in the best so- 
ciety of Erfgland and Americaags the wife of 
the great sewing-machine millionaire. Three 
other wosaen whom he never acknowledged as 
wives have also borne him children, and these 
children he recognizes as his own by giving 
them his name and amply providing for them 
in his will, 

The most mysterious feature of all this 
sorry business is the fact that the world, 
which presumes to know everything, knew 
nothing of the harem which Mr. Sryoczr had 
established until his will came to the light and 


that jealousies and envies would have led to 
immediate disclosures, if not to more serious 
personal results to the lord of the harem. It 
is astonishing that blackmailers have not lit- 
erally swarmed about him and made his life 
a torment to him. But apparently nothing 
of the sort has happened. He passed along 
through life quietly, easily, and happily. He 
rolled in wealth, and he had every luxury that 
wealth could procure. During the past eight 
or ten years he lived in London and Paris in 
the most affluent style with his last ostensi- 
ble wife, entertaining hosts of visitors, his 
magnificent establishment being known to 
thousands of travelers, and yet not one of 
these women whoni he had left behind him 
ever breathed the secret which they held, 
not one of the children lisped it, and the 
world looked upon the millionaire as a model 
man, enjoying in his old age and retirement 
from business the profits of his ingenuity 
and industry. More than this, he was, so far 
as the world knew, a peculiarly-moral man, 
an exemplary churech-member, and a 
generous and charitable man, who took 
delight in aiding religious and  phil- 
anthropic enterprises. Wealth always brings 
power and inflaence, and these attributes now- 
adays shield a man-from moral and legal pen- 
alties, and too often, even in the Church, 
palliate offenses which would be instantly 
condemned under other circumstances. It 
was not so in this instance, however, as the 
Church knew a3 little of the real life of the 
man as the world. 

The pecuiiacities of the case tend to show 
that Mr. Sincere did not regard his condacbas 
immoral, or even out of keeping with the 
practices of modern civilization, or the pre- 
tences of religion and morality.

The leading produce markets were rather slow on 
Saturday, except wheat, and the genera] tendency of 
prices was downward, except in come descriptions of 
cash produce which are cornered for this month, or 
feared to be so, There was less doimg for shipment 
than usual, which was partially due to the strength in 
freights, but also owing to some extent to the premi- 
ow which cath wheat, corn, oats, barley, and pork 

ueld over the price for dehvery one week hence. 
This difference arises from the fact that those markets 
have been largely oversold for October, and shippers 
cannot afford to compete with the shorts when the iat- 
ter are upon their mettie. The low grades of grain 
are moving forward rather freely, as they are not di- 
rectly ewayed by the speculative excitements which 
keeps up No.2. The premium on wheat widens as 
the month advances, while in othercereais there is a 
tendency teochrink towards November figures. An 
important decline in the gold premium tended to re- 
duce greenback prices on Saturday. 

There was activity in the demand fer staple and 
seasonable dry-goods, and the general trade showed 
more animation than at a corresponding period last 
year. Prices were not subjected to any marked change, 
and may be quoted steady. The grocery market pre- 
sented little that was new. Business was good im 
nearly al] departments, and the prevalent feeling was 
healthy and firm. The notable exception was coffee, 
which remains dull and unsettled, Sugars are held 
firmly at the reduced prices established early in the 
week, and are not expected to go lower at present, 
Sirups, molasses, and spices are receiving increased 
attention, and are working firmer, Teas remain quiet, 
The butter market had an easier tone for common and 
medium grades, but for choice to fancy qualities it 
retains ite firmness. Cheese was in fair demand 
fully late prices, or at li w@l2ige 
for good to prime factory. There were 
noimportant new feature in the dried fruits market. 
Apples, peaches, blackberries, and in fact all domestic 
dried, are held with confidence, in view of the light 
supply. Foreign descriptions were about steady, 
Fish were in demand and were unchanged. The bag- 
ging, leather, coal, and weod markets ruled quiet with 
little or no variation in prices, Oils sold fairly at Fri- 
day’s quotations. 

The cargo lumber-market was quidt Saturday, the 
offerings being smail. A few eales were made at un- 
changed prices, The yard business continues good, 
and prices are steady all round. The hop, seed, and 
wool markets were quiet and unchanged, timothy seed 
being firm under light offerings, which restricted 
trading. The lowe: gradea of hay were dull and weak, 
and the better qualities of timothy steady. Hides 
were in moderate demand, Vegetables, including 
potatoes, were dull and weak. The offerings were 
liberal, but there was little inquiry, the retail trade be- 
ing supplied by neighboring farmers, Green fruit 
sold fairly at recent prices. Poultry and game were 
in moderate demand and easy under large offerings.

“~ it is a mistake to attribute to the new rules of 
the Board of Trade the cause of said losses, As re- 
lates to that question, the rules of the Board have not 
been changed, and said losses are not to be ebarged 
either to the new or old rules of the Board, any more 
than to the laws of the State. Ocertainly the rules of 
the Board do not abridge the righte which any merm- 
bar possesses under the Biate law affecting the case. 
As I read the rules of the Board, they give aggrieved 
parties to a contract all the rights aud remedies that 
the common law does in cases of defaults in deliveries, 
if the rules of the Board arein fault, then the iaws 
of the land are #0, in that they fail to insure the coi- 
lection of profits one may have in his transactions. 

The question has often beea raised, Would it Le just, 
and would it be wise, to provide a rule making any 
seller who may happen to be so unfortunate, and 
from no fault of his own, adto be unable to deliver 
wheat he bas sold, liable to be assessed damages on 
any other basis than the jeguimate value of the prop- 
erty at the time the contract matures? Suppose A, 
having previously sold to B 10,000 bu wheat seer Sep- 
tember at $1.20, bhys the same quantity for like de- 
livery of C at $1.10. He bas a nominal profit of 
$1,000 in his traugaction, But for some rea- 
sop, and through no fault of his own, but 
from misfortune, C fails to deliver the 
10,000 bu within the time specified, and, therefore, 
A fuils to deliver on Bis comtract aud fails to reuiize his 
profit of $1,000. Suppose, farther, that ihe market de- 
clines after C sold the wheat, and the price did not sub- 
sequentiy rise above the contract rate before the last 
day of the month, when, the contract fully maturing, 
wheat was $1.09 and either party could have bought 
10,000 bu wheat immediately after the maturity of the 
contract at lees than its price, Of course, it is a great 
hardship for A to lose bis $1,060 profit, but is not that 
one of the chances of the trade that he aseumes 
when he made the trade? Would it be in 
accordance with law, would it be just, to assess C 
damages on the basis of As sale to B, 
a sale made weeks before his purchase of C,and ata 
er bu above O's price? 
Are damages to be assessed on the basis of 4 con- 
tract made with another party and at anotber time? 
Are not the damages to be measured by the price cur- 
rent at the time a contract matures rather than at 
prices current at the time tt was made, or at apy price 
the market may have reached in the interval of the 
making and the maturing of a contract ? : 

There seems to-be many judicial authorities for the 
opinion that in case of non-performance of contracts 
the parties in default have no legal claims for damages, 
but ihe aggtieved party Je entitied to damagcs measur- 
ed by the value of the property when the market ma- 
tures, or immediately thereafter. With your permis- 
sion 1 will continue this subject at another date. 

COMMISSION MERCHANT, 
THE WHREAT PROSPECT. 
Tb the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

We have often been asked what we think of wheat. 
Do you think prices will rule high? To this question 
we have almost invarial’y answered, No; not at pres- 
ent, We will give you some of our reasons for think- 
ing as we do: 

We believe there is at least 334; per cent of the old 
crop in toe hands of farmers, 

This may scem at firet an exaggeration; but after 
careful consideration we think you wili agree with us. 
There ie no way in which we can arrive at a correct 
estimate except from inferences, 

It will be remembered that last year’s crop was the 
largest ever raised,—tiuat from the close of barvest up 
to the present time there wes no inducement to sell. 
The crop opened at excesdingly low prices,—the prices 
ruling from S3igc to 0c up to the close of 
the year; in fact, up to the time of reported 
demage to the winter-wheat crop by cxccssive 
cold weather. At this time there were ezaggerated re- 
ports of terrible damage to ihe crops; so much so 

tne winter-wheat 
crop Was ruined. Under these reports, farmers heli 
back their wheat, expec!ing to realize fabulous prices. 

Later in the seeson, and during pienting time for 
spring wheat, severe storms and floods cessed delay 
There was another scare, giving greater 
Up to harvest, the weather 
continued unsetiied, and at some times bad; and just 
as the wheat was ripe, and only partly harvested, we 
had terrible storms, causing delay in harvesting, and 
serious damage to the wheat, According to the re- 
ports, the crop haa been three times ruined, and yet 
prices have never attained a point sufficiently high to 
induce the farmers to selj freely. in our opinion, 
there bas been as much of an exaggeration in these 
reports Pe) was the report that corn 
was all marketed last March, and, as there 
was none in the country, i#@ must bring very high 
prices during the summer. —— of this, we have 
bad continued heavy receipts up the present writ- 
ing, and they still continue at the rate of 300 to 400 
cars per day. 

The occurring of the bead weather has, however, de- 
layed the delivery of this crop from thirty to sixty 
days. Fortunately there was enough on hand to sup- 
ply all demands during that time. But it reduces the 
demand just so much for this crop. 

Our crop has only now fairly commenced to move. 
Our receipts now are far in excess @f any correspond- 
ing time, and that too when freights by lake, canal, 
railroad, and ocean are advancing. Our present sup- 
ply of wheat on hand seems to be large, It is reported 
that the stocks in warehouse in England and Scotland 
are large,—hbeld on speculation,—and that the quantity 
in transit is algo large. In this country there seems to 
be no lack of suppiies—indeed, they are large, and daily 
accumuiating. According to the latest reports we 
have in round Dumvbers:

From 50 to 65 per cent of thie wheat is of the lower 
grades,—No, 3, rejected, and unmerchantable. 

At St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit, we also notice 
large arrivals of wheat; much of it we beheve to be of 
inferior quality, as farmers invariably market their 
poor wheat first. 

That the present crop was damaged, there is no 
question, but with the increase in the crop of Minne- 
sota, reported from 10,000,000 to 15,000,000 in excess of

THE WELLAND CANAL. 


What Will Be the Resuit of the En- 
largement Now in Procress? 


Canadian Hope that It Will Largely Di- 


vert Western Exports from the 
Erie Canal. 


The Loss of Western Export Trade by the 
City of New York, 


A letter to the New York World from St. 
Catherines, Ont., relat ve to the evlargement of 
the Weliand Canal,—after giving some facts 
aod figures as to tae work itself (a detailed ac- 
count of which appeared in Tuz Trisunz some 
time ago),—trays : 

The eulargemeut is expected to cost between 
$9,000,000 and $10 000.000, and to be completed 
in three years. It is boped by the Canadians 
thas it will divert the mreater part of the lake 
ireighis intended for expoit away trom Buffalo 
and the Er.e Canal; and the grouods on which 
that hope is Lased aro very inte: esting : 

1. It 16 founded on certain peculiarities of iake- 
na\igativp, which include the sbhallowvess of 
most of the iake-harbors already men ioned. 
Lake vessels, which have to enter these barbors, 
but pever.heless sustain on their passage the 
tierce storms which blow over all laces, are 
singularly modeled, ‘Their bottoms are flatter, 
aud they have leas de.th of keel than vessels 
whicb evcounter gales or equal force in most 
other waters. They are, therefore, ali provided 
with movable centre-boards. Tnus they can en- 
ter the lake ba:bore, and may also enter and 
pass though the Welland Canai into Lake Onta- 
rio, and thence into the St. Lawrence, and 
ao tprough the S:. Lawrence Uawal, past the 
r®pids, to Montreal. 

2. The Canadians aaticipate that vessels ocor- 
taipiog grain and other f.eight for export will 
be iuduced to make the Weliand C.nal passage, 
in order to save freight-charges, tolis, aad time. 
Graivw destined for New York via Buffalo has to 
be travslerred at Baffalo from the Vessel to the 
canalboat by av elevator. It has then to make 
the long, slow paseage tliroukh the Erie Cunal to 
Albany, aod tne slightly faster passage from 
Albany down the Hadson fo New Yorx, where 
the delays and charges for handling bave beeu 
such, as you know, as to provokes 20 strongest 
protests from Westero ehippers. On the other 
hand, lake vessels, instead of making the trans- 
fer at the foot of Lake Erie, will pass on direct- 
ty through toe Welland Cana!, Lake Ontario, 
and the St. Lawrence to Montreal, where just 
one transhipment will; be made into ocean ves- 
sels before the grain or other freight departs for 
Europe. Itis eren thought by some sanguine 
shippers that it vill be practicavie f r the jargo 
lake vessels which will traverse’ the 
eularged Welland Canal to sail o: across the 
ocean to Liverpool; bat great doubts are ex- 
pressed by otbers whetner theve sha low-keeled, 
centre-board vessels can stand the wrench and 
strain of ocean bilows. 

8. Cavadians joint with confidence to the 
trade of the existing canal (which affords facili- 
ties for the passage of co nparatively small ves- 
se.s only) 18 sho+ing a very significant diversion 
of trade im theirfavor. The lates: ficures I am 
able to obtain show chat the principal shiomen s 
east by the Welland Canal in 1370 and 1871 were 
as fol.ows :

The St. Lawrmece Casal, 41 miles in fength 
can vow pass vesels of 800 tons. It is to ve, 
enlarged to corespond with the enlarged Wel- 
land Canal, at acost of about $2,00u, 000. 

Of the 2,335 miles of navigation from the 
head of Lake Siperior to the Straits of Belle 
Isle, Galf of &. Lawrence, but 70 miles are 
artificial uavigaion, and 2,315 open navigation. 
From the Strats of Belle Isle to Liverpool, 
Eng., the distaice is 2,234 miles. 

Between the traits of Belle isle and the port 
of New York thire is the navigution of the rie 
Canal, over 300miles, and the subsequent navi- 
gation of the Hidson River, wbh.ch dves not a‘- 
mit first-class ocean vessels above New York—ia 
ali about 500 mies of practically artificial navi- 
gation. 

The City of Tontreal, which expects to reap 
the chief advanage of the Wella:d Canui en- 
largement, is wdoubtedly advanciog, commer- 
ciaily, with trenpndous strides. It has already 
very important ines of foreign connection, in- 
cluding a lise of eighteen or twevty ocean 
steamers—amom the finest on the seas—con- 
necting it direaily with Liverpool aod Glasgow. 
The rise of th slourishing Canadian steam navy 
is more notableby reason of its contiast with 
the decline uf ae ocean steam shi, piog of the 
United States. 

Tae trade of bis, the commercial metropolis 
of Canada, Ulutrates forcibly the exteusive di- 
version of the ,merican grain trade, paiticular- 
ly in the movenent of wheat, which began to be 
especially sotieable in 1369. Io the statement 
of flour and gniu passing thr agh the Welland 
Caual for the far yearsendir oo 1869, it ap- 
pears that nears ali was iv tr.asit for United 
Stater ports @m Lake Ontario until that vear, 
when Montreal lemanded over 4,00,000 bushels 
ot wheat more ban she had Jemanded in 1868.
